HE candidates of the Democratic and Silver 


parties of Nevada are now before the people 


as a fusion ticket, and they stand upon what is es- 
sentially a fusion platform. 
Each of these parties 


adopted its own declaration of principles. 
Ihese 


declarations differ slightly in matters of detail, and 
much in phraseology, but very little in substance. 
Both are strongly for the free coinage of silver. 
The mode of statement is conservative and dignihecl, 
but there is no weakening in Nevada's demand up- 
on this question. The specific endorsement of the 
Kansas City money plank in itself definitely settles 
the status of the Democracy of Nevada; but this is 
reinforced by a detailed statement which leaves 
nothing in doubt. 
So far as the Silver party is 


concerned it needed no platform declaration upon 
silver. 
Like Bryan, it is a platform in itself. But

Each party demands legislation for the curbing
